The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I has the 
limitation that the compounds of the composition are formulated in an admixture, while 
Group III has a limitation where the compounds would be administered separately.

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.

Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. \
